Hing, It was learned that the third 
engineer, the compradore and his 
shroff, and nine members of the 
crew had been drowned, but none 
of the survivors could account for 
the accident, according to Captain 
Kwong, and the whole affair re- 
mains something of a mystery. 

It is presumed, under the cir- 
cumstances, that the-ship strained 
during the heavy weather, en- 
countered: earlier, and . suddenly: 
developing a bad leak, sank im- 


omediately, the lose of life being 


due to the fact that the unfor- 
tunate men, were trapped below 
decks whilst asleep, and were un- 
able to make their escape ‘before 
the ‘ship submerged.

Captain Kwong amplified his 
Harbour Office report, which mere- 
ly states that a typhoon was en- 
countered; by saying that his baro- 
metrical reading at the height of 
the bad weather was zero, which 
on the.

» Observatory News. 


In connexion with the typhoon 
which visited the Colony, .over the 
week-end we would like to refer 
to the very excellent service of 
accurate information which, was 
rendered by the Royal Observaé 
tory. From, the time when the 
typhoon was aast of the Philip- 
pines and was known to be head- 
ing in this direction, the Observa- 
tory ‘was always very accurately 
informed of its whereabouts and 
it gave out very reliable’ informa- 
tion ‘for the Ddenefit of shipping 
and the public ‘generally. On 
Thursday and Friday, it detailed 


the'typhoon’s movements, and was: 


‘able to predict, to within about 
one hour, the time when the ty- 
phoon would be nearest to the Co- 
lony. By early on Saturday morn- 
ing, it knew that the Colony. would 
‘be-subjected to cyclonic gales and 
it very wisely hoisted the No. 6 
sirial, giving: all late-moving 
craft, such as the ferties, umple 
time to get away to shelter before 
the full force of the gale was, felt. 
‘The rate of the typhoon slowed 
considerably’ on getting nearer to 
the coast, which accounts for the 
fact that allhough the bla¢k cross 
was hoisted at 11 o'clock .we ‘did 
not get the worse  sijualls until 
just after two in the afternoon. 
Fortunately, the very centre of 
the.typhoon kept-away’ to the 
south of the Colony, but the point 
we would -iHke to emphasise here 
is that the folk at the Observatory 
knew accurately of its movement 
all the time and-that it is largely 
due to the very good information. 
service our Observatory rendered 
that the Colony came’ so very well 
through what was a‘really bad and 
prolonged typhoon “blow.” — For 
ourselves, we appreciated the fact 
that the Observatory staff tele- 
phoned to,us during., Saturday 
morning, giving us the latest in- 
formation, and as a consequence 
of which we were able to publish 
at mid-day telling the public that 
the typhoon waa - expected to be 
nearest the Colony early in the 
afterncon—a. perfectly accurate 
forccast. “There ‘have ‘béen Thany. 
times in the past when’ there has 
been much criticism of the work 
of the Royal’ Observatory during 
typhoon periods, but we think all 
will agree that so far as the two 
threats we have experienced: this

ing with China he‘could illustrate 
by describing what happened to 
him and. Sir Kenneth 'Stowart 
when they went to Peking with 
the Tariffa Commission.

the Commission would disappear 
to take refuge at some foreign 
concession, and presently he and

National Amateur Athletic 
Federation. believes that if Shang- 
hai is ‘once more swept into the 
centre of the civil, war, it might re- 
sult in a postponoment of the games, 
not cancellation, . 

The’ financial success of the tour- 
nament is assured, Last-minute do- 
nations obtnined fron| Chincso mer- 
chants by officials in charge of ar-

They did not understand it in the 
sense that sent «thousands of 
young fellows to: France +o die. 
By them nationalism was inter- 
preted. to mean: that a man’s first 
duty was to -his family. The 
family unit system “was the babic 
dealing with China, 
Whenever.a Chinaman got. into 
office he thought it his first duty 
to rob the Government -to benfit 
his family. (Laughter.) For 9 
time the Cantonese arrvement did 
well, but then the people in, the 
movement began to quarrel among 
themselves. Whenever you got 
the Chinese up to a culminating 
point at which you conceived it 
possible to, do something and 


make an agreement, the Chinese, 


must’ have i row among ‘them- 
‘| selves beenusc of-a-fear that one 

or another would get hold of the 
|National ‘Treasury. _ (Laughter.) 

Everything was:.done to make 

unequal treaties equal. That was 

the attitude of the United States 
“land Great Britain, if it had been 
possible to do anything. 

He saw no sign’ of ‘imperialism 
in China. All attempts at the 
surrender of . extra-territorial 
rights were made abortive by the 
failure of the efforts of capable 
“Chinese to frame a system of laws 
and «judicial system. At the. 
time he and his colleagues were 
sitting in’ Peking trying to draft 
a report on the surrender of extra. 
territorial: rights the ‘war lotds 
were ‘indiscriminately shooting 
the judicial officials and any 
newspaper editors who criticised 
them, ‘There were highly capable 
and sincere men in China as 
judgés, but they could do nothing 
with the swords of the war lords 
hanging over. them. . 

The situation was very difficult 
for those who had business to do 
in China, but he could only urge 
patience. No one could predict 
when order would be restored, but 
he was afraid a long time must 
elapse before that happened. The 
Government-was doing all it could 
to protect their interests; it sas 
policing the treaty ports, and 
would no doubt do so"until order 
was restored.
